Thousands view reports of 
zero-rated food outlets A

DETAILS of food outlets in the town 
that have a zero rating for food 
hygiene sparked huge debate online 
this week as thousands viewed the 
reports on our website www.luton- 
dunstable.co.uk. 

On Tuesday Luton on Sunday high¬ 
lighted that 16 food outlets were 
rated as ‘0’ - meaning they needed 
‘urgent improvement’ - and the 
story was viewed more than 25,000 
times within 11 hours. 

And by Friday thousands more had 
logged online as Luton on Sunday 
published full official reports of 


what inspectors found during visits 
to restaurants and takeaways given 
a zero. 

The inspections are carried out by 
food safety officers who check how 
well a business is meeting the law by 
looking at how hygienically the food 
is handled, the condition of the 
structure of the buildings and how 
the business manages and records 
what it does to make sure food is safe. 

Afterwards a rating between zero 
and five is given, with zero being the 
worst and five the best. On Tuesday, 
16 businesses were listed on the 
official Food Standards Agency 
website as having a zero rating. 

However, on Thursday Luton coun¬ 
cil said this had changed to 13 as a 


result of a delay in updating the 
score for one business, another 
being re-assessed and another 
changing ownership. The authority 
also said it was offering free training 
to businesses with ratings between 
zero and two who are classed as 
being the ‘highest risk’. 

Cllr Mohammed Ashraf, from 
Luton council, said: “The majority of 
premises in Luton have excellent 
hygiene and cleanliness ratings and 
we are committed to improving 
standards to the very few that 
are falling short of the expected 
standard. 

“Officers are working very closely 
with each of the premises with a 
zero rating and taking a graduated 


approach to securing and improving 
compliance. Some of the premises 
have already started making 
improvements and if this is sus¬ 
tained they will get an improved 
hygiene rating at the next unan¬ 
nounced inspection. 

“Food law lays down basic cleanli¬ 
ness and hygiene standards for food 
businesses to help keep customers 
safe and healthy and businesses that 
continue to ignore these basic 
hygiene standards face prosecution 
and fines.” 

In Dunstable, two food businesses 
were given scores of zero by food 
safety officers. Cllr Brian Spurr, 
from Central Bedfordshire council, 
said: “People are interested in these 


scores because it matters when you 
decide to go out for a meal. 

“We inspect all premises, not just 
those getting low scores, but we do 
work intensively with those scoring 
0-2 because we want to raise the 
standards as soon as possible. 

“We make additional visits and 
offer training to help improve their 
performance - both practical solu¬ 
tions like demonstrating the best 
way to stack a fridge, and training on 
how to develop a food safety 
management system that works for 
them.”

Council hits back at 
airport plans criticism 



The airport wants to increase its annual passenger capacity by six million

THE COUNCIL has brushed 
aside criticism of its support for 
plans to expand Luton Airport. 

Proposals to increase passenger 
capacity from 12 million to 18 
million a year were approved in 
principal by Luton council 
following a 10-hour public meet¬ 
ing in December. 

The Department for 
Communities and Local 
Government (DCLG) is now con¬ 
sidering whether the council can 
proceed to issue the consent but 
the authority’s support of the 
plans has been criticised by 
neighbouring MPs and councils. 

Hemel Hempstead MP Mike 
Penning has accused the author¬ 
ity of being ‘underhand’ and hav¬ 
ing a ‘conflict of interest’ whilst 
both Harpenden MP Peter Lilley 
and Harpenden Town Council 
have urged DCLG to ‘call in’ the 
decision. 

A spokesman for Luton council 
said its role as the local planning 
authority was ‘entirely separate’ 
to its role as shareholder of 
London Luton Airport Limited 
(LLAL), the company which 
owns the airport. 

He added: “Each is run wholly 
independently of each other, 
with their respective functions 
entirely separate. 

“The planning application from 


AN INQUEST into the death of 
Luton man Leon Briggs has been 
opened following a hearing in 
Hatfield. 

Leon Briggs, 39, died in 
November last year after being 
detained and restrained 
by police and taken into custody. 

The father of two was taken to 
Luton Police Station but later had 
to be rushed to the Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital where he 
died. 

His death is now being investi¬ 
gated by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission (IPCC).

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Internet training 
for Muslim mums 



ONLINE: Mums unaware of risk says Sadja Mughal

MUSLIM mothers in 
the town are set to 
get training on how 
to help their chil¬ 
dren stay away from 
extremist material 
on the internet as 
part of a new charity 
scheme. 

The initiative is 
being headed by the 
JAN Trust, a charity 
that works to empow¬ 
er and help women 
all over the country. 

Its project director, 
30-year-old Sajda 
Mughal {pictured), 
herself a Muslim and 
a survivor of the July 
7 bombings in 2005, 
said there was a 
‘demand’ from moth¬ 
ers to be educated 
about ways young¬ 
sters can become 
radicalised online. 

She said: “We are 
hoping to start our 
‘Web Guardians’ 
projects and it will 
equip Muslim moth¬ 
ers with skills to get 
online and monitor 
their children’s 
activities. We want to 
equip them with the 


right skills and 
knowledge to have 
those offline discus¬ 
sions on the views 
their kids might be 
exposed to or have.” 

The Trust has previ¬ 
ously worked with 
Muslim women tell¬ 
ing them about the 
dangers of extremist 
content on the inter¬ 
net in a ‘Web 
Guardians’ pilot 
scheme run in 


Haringey, London. 

Mrs Mughal, who is 
also a mother-of-two, 
said her experience 
as a passenger on one 
of the trains which 
was attacked by 
terrorists had a last¬ 
ing impact on her. 

She joined the Trust 
after the bombings 
and began looking 
into the reasons 
behind extremism. 

Mrs Mughal said: 


“There is a great deal 
of material online 
which is designed to 
radicalise people. 

“It has been shock¬ 
ing to discover how 
little mothers know 
about this and how 
unaware they are of 
the dangers. 

“It is essential that 
we educate all these 
women so that they 
can discuss these 
issues with their 
children and protect 
them, from a young 
age.” 

No start date has 
been given for the 
project yet but Mrs 
Mughal said the 
Trust’s 25 years of 
working with women 
led them to believe 
that mothers had a 
‘unique capacity to 
safeguard their kids’. 

She added: “We 
came to Luton 
because of its back¬ 
ground with extrem¬ 
ism and the far-right. 

“When we were 
doing our pilot pro¬ 
ject in London word 
got out about it and 
that’s how knew 
about the demand 
for training in Luton 
and other areas.” 


Police feature in TV series 


OFFICERS and staff at Luton 
Police station are set to 
feature in a new fly-on-the- 
wall documentary which 
begins filming at the end of 
next month. 

Channel 4 (C4) has commis¬ 
sioned a new observational 
documentary looking at life 
inside the police station. 

It will be filmed by a combi¬ 
nation of fixed-rig and hand¬ 


held cameras and will aim to 
provide an insight into the 
day-to-day challenges faced 
by the staff. 

C4’s documentaries commis¬ 
sioning editor Amy Flanagan 
said the town was chosen 
because of the ‘incredibly 
tight-knit working relation¬ 
ships and camaraderie which 
exists between the officers 
and because Luton is a small 


town station that now faces 
big city problems’. 

A Bedfordshire Police 
spokeswoman said the force 
was ‘very excited’ about the 
show. 

She added: “Being open and 
transparent is very important to 
Bedfordshire Police and this is 
an opportunity for us to demon¬ 
strate the professional and 
caring work that our staff do.”

Patient visits A&E 
234 times in a year

A PATIENT visited the Luton 
& Dunstable Hospital's 
accident and emergency 
department 234 times last 
year, figures have revealed. 

Data obtained by a Freedom 
of Information request 
showed that some patients 
were going to A&E units in the 
UK more than 50 times a year. 

The BBC asked 175 hospital 
trusts and boards across the 
nation for data on repeat 
attendances during 2012-13. 


They had a response from 
106, covering 183 units. 
Figures revealed that nearly 
12,000 people made more 
than 10 visits to the same unit 
in 2012-13. 

Among the worst cases 
identified was a patient who 
went to the L&D on 234 occa¬ 
sions whilst one person went 
to Sheffield’s Northern 
General 223 times. 

Last year the L&D’s A&E 
department dealt with 80,000 
cases. 

A hospital spokeswoman 
said: “We know that a tiny 


minority of patients have very 
complex health and social 
needs which are not easily 
addressed in any setting and 
these people visit many 
different health services that 
are available very frequently. 

“Anyone arriving at our A&E 
Department (or any A&E) 
might require clinical inves¬ 
tigation and treatment, and 
at this hospital, we have diag¬ 
nosed very serious illness, 
including cancer, in people 
whom others might regard as 
abusing A&E with their 
frequent visits.”

Man filmed up skirt 
of young schoolgirl

A LUTON man who filmed up 
a schoolgirl’s skirt with his 
mobile phone has been 
given a suspended prison 
sentence, after an off-duty 
special constable witnessed 
the incident. 

Kevin Andrews, 52, of 
Fourth Avenue appeared at 
Blackfriars Crown Court on 
December 20 after pleading 
guilty to possessing an inde¬ 
cent image of a child and two 
counts of outraging public 


decency. Fie was sentenced 
to six months in prison 
suspended for 18 months. 

Andrews was also fined 
£300, placed on the sex 
offenders register for seven 
years and handed a five-year 
Sexual Offences Prevention 
Order (SOPO). 

Andrews committed the 
offence on July 9, 2013, at 
Moorgate London 

Underground station. 

The court heard that an off- 
duty special constable 
noticed Andrews acting sus¬ 
piciously. Andrews made his 


way up the escalator and 
stood close to a schoolgirl 
before holding his mobile 
phone low down and in 
camera mode. 

The officer confronted 
Andrews and asked to see the 
phone, which contained 
indecent images. 

British Transport Police 
officers were called and 
Andrews arrested. During a 
search of Andrews’ home 
address officers found a disc 
containing more similar vid¬ 
eos and a laptop containing 
indecent images of children.

Train service is poor

This is Britain in the 21st cen¬ 
tury. This is not the rural Asian 
subcontinent where hundreds 
travel on the roofs of antiquated 


trains - major accidents waiting 
to happen, and they do. 

It is time that privilege 
through wealth, or any other 
criteria, was abolished, and 
travelling conditions equalised, 
so that ah railway passengers 
receive a comfortable and 
stress-free level of service. 

MPs, especially those of the 
Coalition Government, are often 
accused of being out-of-touch 
with the electorate. By voting to 
abolish First Class and mandate 
the railway companies to pro¬ 
vide improved levels of service - 
and then travel with the popu¬ 
lace - they will start to get some 
respect back from the voters.

jump into the police van and 
we make our way to High 
Town. One of the team is 
stationed in the CCTV con¬ 
trol room at the town hall. 

She monitors the area for 
any suspicious behaviour 
and flags up anything she 
sees to the waiting team. 

9.30pm - We drive around 
the main roads in High 
Town. It is quiet, but we 
check out all the usual 
haunts. 

“High Town can be a tricky 


place,” says lason. “There are 
a lot of alleyways and dark 
car parks for sex workers to 
go - at times it can be like a 
maze.” 

10pm - The officers see a 
car parked in a dark area 
with no lights on, but they 
can see two people inside. 

It turns out the pair aren’t 
up to anything untoward but 
the vehicle has a strong 
smell of cannabis. A full 
search of the vehicle is con¬ 
ducted but nothing is found

and the duo are free to go. 

“Although our main aim is 
to target sex workers, we 
won’t ignore any other 
criminality we see,” says 
Special Constable Statham. 

10.30pm - We spot a 
known sex worker out on the 
streets. Minutes later we 
receive a call to say the 
woman has been picked up 
and we swoop on the car. 

After stating that the pair 
were ‘just friends’, the 
female admits she had 
agreed to full sex for a price 
of £30, while the male driver 
maintains that he was giv¬ 


ing her a lift. As they weren’t 
caught in the act, he is given 
some stern words of advice 
and his details are taken. 

“When we started the 
operation we expected to 
deal with six or seven kerb 
crawlers a night,” says Matt. 

“As the year has gone on, 
numbers have dropped to 
one or two a night and 
sometimes not any at all, 
purely because I think they 
are aware of the police 
presence in the area.” 

Sergeant Jason Cahill 
added: “What we’re trying 
to do, alongside partner 


agencies, is encourage the 
woman to go on the ‘exit 
strategy’ and tackle the 
underlying issues that mean 
that they have to go out on 
the streets. 

“I would say around 90 per 
cent of it is related to drugs, 
so if the women choose to 
engage with the strategy 
they will receive help. 

“But there is no quick fix. 
This operation forms part of 
a five-year strategy and we 
are committed to helping 
High Town, so that the 
residents there are free of 
this problem for good.”

Masked burglars

A MAN woke up to find two 
armed raiders in his house - 
who then threatened him 
with a handgun and a knife.

‘Unhygienic’ poultry 
man is fined £4.6k

A MAN has been fined £4,650 
for operating an illegal 
poultry cutting plant. 

Shahbaz Khan, 36, from 
Dallow Road, pleaded guilty 
to ten food hygiene offences 
at Luton Magistrates’ Court. 
He also paid a £47 victim 
surcharge and costs of £866. 

In July 2012, Luton council 
food safety officers were 
alerted by a member of the 
public who noticed crates of 
chicken meat piled up beside 
a garage behind shops in 
Riddy Lane. 

When officers visited they 
found chicken meat being 
processed without approval 
in unhygienic conditions.

They immediately shut the 
business. 

Councillor Mohammed 
Ashraf said: “By carrying out 
his business in a garage

food in unhygienic condi¬ 
tions. Thanks to a member 
of the public alerting us, we 
were able to immediately 
stop his potentially danger¬ 
ous business.” 


69 homes still use black and white TVs in Luton

WITH 'pothole season’ upon us again, we 
sent CARL MUNGAZI to find out what is 
being done to keep our roads in good nick 


FOLLOWING the recent 
heavy rain and poor weather 
potholes have begun 
appearing again in parts of 
Luton and Dunstable. 

On Monday drivers on the 
Ml experienced long delays 
during the morning rush 
hour as one lane was closed 
southbound at junction 10 
at Dunstable because of a 
pothole. 

Luton council says it has 
received 58 reports of 
potholes since December 23 
2013, whilst Central 
Bedfordshire said it had 
done 119 repairs. 

According to Mark Morrell, 
a national road campaigner 
also known as ‘Mr Pothole’, 
councils can expect to be 
busy over the next two 
months as roads get bumpy. 


He said: “When it comes to 
repairs, we are coming to the 
start of the pothole season 
which peaks in March 
because councils are coming 
to the end of their financial 
year. But the councils are in 
a situation where they are 
really strapped for cash. 

“In terms of repairs there 
are different techniques they 
can use. They can just put 
tarmac in to fill the hole in 
adverse weather conditions 
to make it safe. 


“It won’t last that long but I 
think that local authorities 
have not got the right fund¬ 
ing to do the job. 

“We need to ring fence the 
money for this. I can’t 
believe there’s no money in 
the government when you 
can spend so much on HS2 
but the roads are falling to 
pieces.” 

Luton council said main¬ 
taining its road network was 
a ‘priority’ and that it had 
invested £1.8 million into

Tackling youth unemployment 
in Luton and Dunstable 

The recently published Prince's Trust Macquarie Youth Index has found that more than 
three quarters of a million young people believe they have nothing to live for, with 
jobless youngsters facing "devastating" symptoms of mental illness. 



The research reveals that long-term unemployed 
young people are more than twice as likely as their 
peers to have been prescribed anti-depressants. One 
in three have contemplated suicide, while one in four 
have self-harmed. 

The findings are based on interviews with 2,161 
16-to-25-year-olds and show that 40 per cent of 
jobless young people have faced symptoms of mental 
illness as a direct result of unemployment.

AMERICAN HUSTLE (15) 

Director: David 0 Russell 


CHRISTIAN Bale and lennifer 
Lawrence both put in terrific 
performances to help create 
another David O Russell - albeit it 
slightly flawed - masterpiece. 

They provide two great turns 
among a perfectly conceived cast, 
which also includes Amy Adams, 
Bradley Cooper and Jeremy Renner 
in top form - with a great cameo 
from Robert De Niro thrown in for 
good measure. 

It won’t be everyone’s cup-of-tea - 
just like with director Russell’s last 


effort The Silver Linings Playbook - 
but this character-driven piece about 
the hustling financial excesses of the 
late 70s is a vibrant and energetic 
film that deserves attention. 

It’s loosely based on a New Jersey 
political scandal, which tells the 
story of brilliant con man Irving 
Rosenfeld (Bale), who along with his 
seductive British partner Sydney 
Prosser (Adams), is forced to work for 
eclectic FBI agent Richie DiMaso 
(Cooper) after finally getting caught. 

Jeremy Renner’s (The Bourne 
Legacy) Mayor Carmine Polito is the 
man caught-in-the-middle of this 
game between the con artists and 
the Feds - which threatens to get out 
of control when the trio get closer to 
the mafia. 

But the one person who threatens 


to derail the whole plan is Irving’s 
neurotic wife Rosalyn (Lawrence) 
who turns out to be more of a 
hindrance than a help, when wining 
and dining New Jersey’s elite. 

The story may not provide the pay¬ 
off required for some - and almost 
gets dizzied by it’s own trickery - but 
this is one of the finest performances 
from an ensemble cast in some time. 

If you’re a true movie fan you’ve got 
to see it for performances alone, and 
if Lawrence (Bale should be in with a 
strong shout for Best Actor too) 
doesn’t get a Best Supporting Actress 
Oscar for this, then she’s the one 
that’s been hustled.

Despite being under the 
cosh for much of the frenetic 
encounter, Town raced into a 
two-goal lead thanks to debu¬ 
tant Crystal Palace loanee 
Ryan Inniss and Alex Wall. 

However, the U’s resiliency 
shone through as they 
snatched two quick-fire 
efforts midway through the 
second half and ultimately 
were unfortunate not to claim 
victory in the closing stages. 

“We found the last 20 min¬ 
utes tough,” said Still. 

“Our centre-back pairing of 
Charlo [Anthony Charles] and 
Ryan Inniss obviously have 
not played together and we 


knew Charlo’s fitness would 
not be great because he has 
been out for so long and we 
paid for it. 

“One straight ball through 
the middle for the second 
goal carved us open and we 
could do nothing. 

“I do not want to sound 
unfair to Anthony but I am 
not surprised he made mis¬ 
takes because of match rusti¬ 
ness. We thought we would 
give him another run-out as 
this game was important for 
the likes of him, Solly [Taiwo] 
and Jon Shaw but I think 
tiredness was a major factor 
in us giving away the lead.” 

With Cambridge’s mounting 
schedule due to poor New 
Year weather and cup com¬ 
mitments, many felt a draw 
and a subsequent replay in 
this clash could hand Luton 
the edge in the promotion 
race. Nevertheless, Still disa¬ 
grees. 

“Football is a funny game 
and someone might say what 
is the best result for Luton 
today?,” said the former 
Dagenham boss. 


“A lot said a draw before the 
game but John Still’s best 
result is always a win. 

“We have come away from 
home against a very good side 
and we have made our nor¬ 
mal changes but I still thought 
we could win. A draw is fair 
on balance but not what I was 
after personally.” 

The Hatters have not been 
back to Kenilworth Road 
since their farcical 2-1 win 
over Barnet on New Years Day 
in soggy conditions but 
Town’s boss is hopeful of a 
decent playing surface for 
Tuesday’s replay. 

“I have not seen the pitch 
since then but we will hope 
we can get the game on,” said 
Still. 

“We shall have a look on 
Monday but I know the 
groundsmen have been work¬ 
ing tirelessly so it should be 
fine.”
